CHARGE 


Man accused of killing dad who 
fell unconscious for two years

A Hook man has been charged with 
the manslaughter of father-of-four 
Mark Haley, who lay in a coma for two 
years before dying. 

Michael Broom, 49, of Rhodrons Av¬ 
enue, was not asked to enter a plea 
when he appeared at Wimbledon Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court on Monday. 

Prosecutors allege an attack by Mr 
Broom on Mr Haley, outside Tesco in 
Hook Parade, on August 21,2011, led to 
his death two years later. 

The charge sheet lists the day of the 
offence as August 28,2013 - the day Mr 
Haley eventually died. 

Mr Haley, a 51-year-old BT engineer 
who lived in nearby Holmwood Road, 
was airlifted to hospital in 2011 with se¬ 
rious head injuries. 

His son Jimmy said at the time: 
“Mark is a very much loved and re¬ 
spected man, and would genuinely be 
overwhelmed by the love and support 
being offered. 


“All of your generous words will be 
deeply cherished and hope we can all 
come together and stick together in 
the hope Mark makes a full and suc¬ 
cessful recovery.” 

Mr Haley spent two years in a coma 
before dying at the Royal Hospital for 
Neuro-Disability in Putney, leading 
authorities to investigate manslaugh¬ 
ter charges against Mr Broom. 

Speaking through a family friend 
after her husband’s death, Mr Haley’s 
wife Jo praised the hospital for “not 
just how well they looked after Mark, 
but how well they supported the fami¬ 
ly as well”. 

Until 1996, if someone died more 
than a year and a day after an attack 
their assailant could not be charged 
with murder or manslaughter. 

But the so-called “year-and-a-day 
rule” was repealed in 1996. 

When Mr Broom appeared in court, 
wearing a light-blue T-shirt, he spoke 
only to confirm his name, address and 
date of birth. 

He will appear at the Old Bailey for a 
preliminary hearing on Monday, 
July 7.

Former councillor 
admits £3.6k fraud

A former Kingston councillor 
admitted to fraudulently 
claiming £3,600 in council tax 
benefits from the authority he 
served as an elected member. 

Tim Dennen, 57, from York 
Road, Kingston, pleaded 
guilty to seven charges of dis¬ 
honestly making false state¬ 
ments or failing to notify 
changes in circumstance at 
Lavender Hill Magistrates’ 
Court on Friday, June 13. 

The ex-Liberal Democrat 
councillor, who was dropped 
by the party after the allega¬ 
tions first came to light two 
years ago, will be sentenced 
next week. 

The offences took place be¬ 
tween January 2, 2008, and 
June 15,2010, around the time 



he was retraining for a new 
career as a drugs rehabilita¬ 
tion counsellor in prisons. 

They include failing to de¬ 
clare £18,000 in Premium 
Bonds, 123 shares in a Bar¬ 
clays premium account and 
rental income from a lodger. 

He also failed to notify the 
council he was receiving 
councillor’s allowance after 


being elected in May 2010. 

He has since repaid the 
money. 

Although he tried to plead 
guilty to all charges, magis¬ 
trates raised concerns that his 
written submission admitting 
his guilt was not unequivocal. 

The case was adjourned 
while he sought legal advice. 

Despite admitting his guilt, 
Dennen stood as an indepen¬ 
dent candidate in last month’s 
local elections, but lost his 
Canbury ward seat after 
polling just 188 votes, finish¬ 
ing in last place. 

After his plea was accepted, 
Dennen was granted uncondi¬ 
tional bail and told to appear 
at Wimbledon Magistrates’ 
Court on July 4 for sentenc¬ 
ing. The maximum sentence 
for the offence is six weeks’ 
custody. 

After the hearing, Dennen 
declined to comment.

'I WANT TO TELL THE COURT HOW SORRY I AM' 


Mr Dennen made an emotional 
speech to the court and to voters 
days before the elections in May, 
but magistrates rejected his guilty 
plea. 

He had spent two years waiting to 
find out if he would be charged, a 
period when he even resorted to 
running away from a Kingston 
Guardian reporter who approached 
him about the allegations. 


During that time he carried on as a 
councillor continuing to receive the 
basic £7,528-a-year expenses. 

The Kingston Guardian could not 
report what he said on his first court 
appearance on May 13 until now. 

He said: “I want to tell the court 
how sorry I am about this, and the 
shame around it. 

“This has taken more than two 
years to come to court. It has been 


very stressful. The time and money 
spent on investigating me -1 can 
only apologise for.” 

His voice breaking, Coun Dennen 
said: “The main reason I’m here 
today is to keep my job, which I 
really love. 

“I went back to college to study 
for two years after changing careers 
in my 50s. I have found something I 
really love doing.” 


Remembering man who invented the 999 call 


Sunday marked the 
50th anniversary of the 
death of Tom Fallon, 
the Tolworth man who 
invented the 999 call. 

Mr Fallon, who re¬ 
tired from the 
Metropolitan Police 
with the rank of chief 
superintendent, joined 
as a constable in the 
East End after serving 
at sea in World War I. 

Just a few years 
after transferring to 
Scotland Yard in 1934, 


he commanded the In¬ 
formation Room organ¬ 
isation, and introduced 
the 999 emergency 
phone system - based 
on his old police badge 
number. 

He retired in 1948 and 
took a security job in 
Tanganyika, now part 
of Tanzania, where he 
also helped found a po¬ 
lice force. 

Returning to Britain 
due to ill health, he set¬ 
tled in Tolworth and 


made a living as a writ¬ 
er and lecturer. He 
wrote a crime series for 
radio and lectured at 
townswomen’s guilds 
and church groups. 

The keen photogra¬ 
pher also played at Sur¬ 
biton Golf Club for 10 
years. 

Mr Fallon, who lived 
in Elgar Avenue, died 
on June 21,1964. His fu¬ 
neral was held at the 
Church of the Sacred 
Heart in Wimbledon.

Drivers who veered into bus 
lanes or stopped in box junc¬ 
tions paid nearly £890,000 to 
Kingston Council in 12 weeks 
this spring. 

New council leader Coun¬ 
cillor Kevin Davis has 
promised to review the fines 
regime that is now catching 
an average of 72 drivers daily 
in bus lanes alone. 


Surbiton van driver Daniel 
Wiggins was fined when he 
pulled into a bus lane to allow 
police motorbikes to pass 
him in Ewell Road. 

Painter and decorator Mr 
Wiggins, 34, said: “I think 
[the £890,000 figure] is quite 
high. How many of those 
tickets are really worth giv¬ 
ing out? It’s just a money¬ 
making scheme at the end of 
the day.” 

The council finally relented 
after reviewing the CCTV, 
pictured below.

Coun Davis said: “That’s 
just idiotic. We shouldn’t 
have been issuing the fine in 
the first place. 

“We will be reviewing all 
sorts of aspects of traffic 
fines, and that includes 
parking. Often we are too 
quick to impose that for 
what are incredibly minor 
infringements.” 

Conservative London As¬ 
sembly member Tony Arbour 
said: “It’s quite clear that the 
previous administration [in 
Kingston] used the motorists 
as a milch cow. 

“The chances are that once 
you have been fined you will 
say: ‘I’m not coming back to 
Kingston’.” 

But Liberal Democrat for¬ 
mer council leader Council¬ 
lor Liz Green said: “I would 
want [the figure] to be reduc¬ 
ing over time as people com¬ 
ply with the regulations. A 
lot of these things are about 
safety as well as keeping traf¬ 
fic moving.” 

In March, April and May, 
6,505 bus lane fines were 
paid, totalling £422,028. 

Yellow box junctions 
brought in a quarter-of-a- 
million pounds in the same 
period. 

Other contraventions,

which can include making 
banned turns and driving the 
wrong way, raised £225,328. 

Neighbouring Richmond 
Council has yet to provide 
its figures for box junctions 
or bus lanes, but raised 
just £9,750 in the same 
period from “other” moving 
traffic contraventions. 


The total paid to Kingston 
Council by drivers breaking 
the law on Kingston’s roads 
came to £889,600. 

It earned more than 
£800,000 between September 
and March last year after en¬ 
forcement of moving viola¬ 
tions was handed over by 
police.

It is quite quiet around here. 

“My guess is that they are call 
girls and people call them up. 
There’s no cars parked around 
here or anything.” 

A 24-year-old Chinese woman 
was arrested on suspicion of 
being involved in the control of 
prostitution and overstaying her 
visa. She was bailed until the 
middle of August. 

Another 37-year-old was 


arrested for entering the country 
illegally. No further action has 
been taken against the other two 
women arrested. 

Sergeant Eddie Armstrong, 
Kingston police licensing and 


immigration liaison officer, said: 
“Our priority was to ensure the 
safety of the girls working in 
the premises and to arrest 
those people controlling such 
activities.” 


Charged over ‘hit-and-run’

Water cannon would 
not dampen dissent 


There is an unattractive competi¬ 
tion taking place between the 
Conservative Mayor of London, 
Boris Johnson, and the Conser¬ 
vative Home Secretary, Theresa 
May, about who will ultimately 
get the credit for deciding that 
water cannon should be allowed 
on the streets of London. 

There is a grotesque irony that, 
in the same week that politicians 
are falling over themselves to ex¬ 
plain what “British values” mean 
to them, this most un-British of 
authoritarian public control is 
being considered. 

One of the most important 
tenets of a liberal and democrat¬ 
ic society is that policing hap¬ 
pens by consent. 


Water cannon is not suitable for 
a civilised police force - it is mili¬ 
taristic and brutal. 

Water cannon carries dark as¬ 
sociations that are very difficult 
to shrug off. 

First used in Germany in the 
1930s, and never before used in 
England, Scotland or Wales, the 
introduction of water cannon in 
London would sound the death 
knell for the treasured right, 
within a free and democratic so¬ 
ciety, to protest without fear of 
harm from the authorities. 

The actual use of water cannon 
is indiscriminate, meaning inno¬ 
cent protesters would be caught 
up in any attack on a suspect who 
is causing criminal damage. 


It is also not easy to see how 
water cannon would even pre¬ 
vent such criminal damage from 
occurring. 

If anything, the anger felt by a 
community towards a police 
force who had used it would spur 
on and encourage dissent, not 
dampen it down. 

This is one of those terrible mo¬ 
ments in politics in this country 
where we seem to drift, as a soci¬ 
ety, into catastrophic decisions 
that are not backed up by 
evidence.

Charged to 
do our jobs 

I would like to make my views 
known about Tolworth Hospital’s 
plans to charge all visitors, pa¬ 
tients, relatives and staff to park 
at the hospital. 

I have expressed my concerns 
to the chief executive, David 
Bradley, and the finance director, 
Mike Naylor. I believe the 
changes will have a negative 
impact on patient care. 

All of the community staff are 
expected to drive as part of their 
job, it is in our contracts, and we 
also have to pay for a business 
premium for our insurance that 
does not get funded or reim¬ 
bursed. 

We are being forced to pay £12 a 
month to do our jobs. If we 
choose not to drive then we will 
not be able to bring clients to ap¬ 
pointments at the hospital or do 
so many visits - therefore, frail 
elderly clients with mental health 
problems are at a loss. 

The trust was also not able to 
confirm whether the payment of 
£12 a month will be increased 
next year, but it is likely, possibly 
up to £30 a month. 

Visitors and patients will have 
to pay £1 for parking. 

This does not sound like much, 
but residents have not been con¬ 
sulted and people at the hospital 
have already been saying 
they will park locally, which will 
soon fill up the surrounding 
streets, since there is no con¬ 
trolled parking near the hospital 
site. 

I think it is very cheeky of the 
trust to be holding a gun to our 
head, telling us we have to pay 
the £12, which will possibly in¬ 
crease next year. 

I am not driving to work for 
pleasure, it is to do my job as a 
community mental health nurse 
for older people. 

I have never seen such bullying 
tactics since I have worked for the 
trust. 

Residents need to be aware 
their streets will be clogged up in 
the next few weeks when the 
charges start.

Loved music venue 
faces wrecking ball

Day the music died? The Peel could be demolished Deadiinepix KTi786i 


A property developer has applied 
to Kingston Council to demolish 
the borough’s most iconic live 
music venue - the Sir Robert 
Peel. 

The pub in Cambridge Road 
known fondly as the Peel, had 
seen the likes of the Vaccines, 
Jamie T, Gallows and John New¬ 
man walk through its doors be¬ 
fore it closed for good on April 27 
this year. 

After its final gig its Facebook 
page told revellers: “Thank you, 
and goodnight.” 

Cobham-based Urbanicity 
bought the venue from debt-rid¬ 
den brewery owner Punch Tav¬ 
erns earlier this year. 

A spokesman from Urbanicity, 
who was asked what would take 
the place of the Peel, said: “We 
are undecided at the moment. We 
are looking into student accom¬ 
modation, possibly some sort of 
mixed use development.” 

Although he declined to say 
how much the venue had been 
bought for, he said the prospect of 
a new Tesco cropping up at the 


site had not been “thought of 
particularly”. 

For many years the Peel was 
one of the borough’s premier live 
gig venues, where hundreds of 
up-and-coming young bands per¬ 
formed and rehearsed. 

The pub was also known for its 
lap dancing, striptease and pole 
dancing shows, which took place 
in a separate area behind the 
music room. 

The Peel’s popularity waned in 
recent years as it opened infre¬ 
quently only to host guaranteed 
sell-out live shows. 

But Dan Pitfield wrote on 


Facebook: “No venue has meant 
so much to a lot of people... it will 
be sorely missed.” 

Malcolm Weinberg wrote: 
“Such an important part of our 
lives now gone.” 

Labour and Norbiton Council¬ 
lor Sheila Griffin, said: “I am not 
disappointed about the pub clos¬ 
ing down because it had a bit of a 
bad reputation. I would rather 
have housing.” 

She said she would prefer stu¬ 
dent accommodation to be built 
at an existing site rather than for 
it to be built on empty land where 
homes could be built.

DO think of buying to let as a medium to long¬ 
term investment. 

DO seek advice from an ARLA letting agent on 
local market demands. 

DON’T let personal taste cloud your judgement. 
Be sure the property you choose meets market 
requirements. 

DO get your sums right. Will the rent cover 
borrowings and costs, after allowing for void 
periods? 

DO decorate, fit out and furnish to high quality 
standards, especially kitchens and bathrooms, to 
attract the best tenants and let quickly every time. 
DON’T furnish with second-hand furniture 
or cast-off soft furnishings. These will probably 
contravene the Furniture and Furnishing 
Regulations. 


DON’T purchase anything with potential 
maintenance problems like a lot of woodwork or 
large gardens. It will add nothing to the rental value 
and cost a lot to keep up. 

DON’T think that the running of an investment 
property to let can be left to friends or relatives in 
your absence. Tenants require a full management 
service. 

DON’T forget to issue the right notices or fail to 
have a proper inventory and condition report made 
before a tenant moves in. Leave all documentation to 
a professional agent. 

DO use an ARLA letting agent. They have Client 
Money Protection, hold Professional Indemnity 
Insurance, have staff trained to ARLA’s competency 
standards and are kept up-to-date with the latest 
legal and regulatory requirements.
